Farmers and poultrymen

chasing chicks should pay partic­ 
ular attention to the 
quality

chicks they are 
buying 
rather 
than buying chicks that are cheap­ 
est or handiest to get. 
Since the 
price paid for the chick is

about 10 per cent of

age a few extra cents

healthy well bred chicks is well 
spent. 
Chicks should come from flocks 
that arc healthy and vigorous. The 
breeding stock should have 
been 
blood tested for pullorum disease. 
The laying flock should be

producers and mated to male birds

parents stocks. The chicks should 
be hatched from eggs that weigh 
2 ounces or more.

ANY snapshootrrs read about 
picture composition, and decide 
it Is something subtle and “arty,” 
and pretty much of a puzzle. But it 
needn’t be a puzzle, at all. Composi­ 
tion is simply pleasing arrange­ 
ment. 
The woman who arranges flowers 
in a bowl, or furniture in u room, is 
"composing” in much the same way 
.13 an artist composes a p ic tu re. 
Both are seeking balance, harmony, 
and an attractive arrangem ent that 
appeals to the eye. 
Picture composition can he very 
subtle, but It does not have to be. As 
a rule, the simpler the arrangement, 
the more effective it is. 
Clearness Is the first need of an 
effective picture arrangement. One 
way to obtain this is to seek con­ 
trast. For instance, if a gray object 
is pictured against a gray back­ 
ground, the two tend to “run to­ 
gether.” But if a gray object is pic­ 
tured against a white background, 
with lights so arranged that It casts 
a black shadow on the white back­ 
ground, there is good contrast, and 
the object “stands out." A good ex­ 
ample of contrast would be a light-1 


ture. Lines have a definite “pulling 
power,” especially if two run to­ 
gether to make a point near the pic­ 
ture edge. Suppose, for Instance, you 
snap a picture of a cat's face and 
want the eyes to stand out. lu that 
case, the cat's sharp-pointed ears 
need to be in shadow, or the picture 
should be trimmed so that the tips 
of the ears are cut off—otherwise, 
they Witt draw attention upward 
away from the cat's eyes 
The shapes and outlines ot things

A “pyramid” a r ­ 
rangement gives weight and staldi 
lty, while slender forms, such as « 
flower with a thin stalk standing in 
a slim bud-vase, suggest lightness 
Lines differ greatly in their effec .

Corrected 
account num ber cards will be sent 
to those who report their changes 
of name. 
The plan will prevent 
any possible 
confusion 
in 
the 
keeping of wage accounts for F ed ­ 
eral Old-Age Insurance. 
Mere change of home address or 
place of em ploym ent should not be 
reported, 
“W go inform ation reports filed 
by employers and transm itted to 
the Social Security Board 
indi­ 
cate that m any workers have gone 
to new Jobs 
under 
their 
new 
names without notifying the Board 
of the change,” said Gilhaus, “This 
complicates the keeping of their 
accounts and might make it diffi­ 
cult to ascertain the full am ount 
of the benefits to which they 
will 
ultimately be entitled, 
“Social Security account hold­ 
ers may use the new form also to 
correct m is-statem ents as to age, 
address or any other 
inaccurate 
declarations that may have 
been 
made.” 
Gilhaus explained that w hile he 
s authorized to 
accept 
w ithout 
question a new age 
declaration, 
the acceptance should not be re- 
garded as final since an em ployee 
may be called upon 
to 
furnish 
proof of age on filing of benefit 
claims. 
By m aking available the 
new card. Social Security Board 
officials believe that thousands o! 
persons who have neglected 
to 
correct their records wiil now take 
advantage of this simplified pro­ 
cedure. 
Gilhaus also announced another 
change which will simplify

when these are lost by 
w orkers.

les, common colds, and o ther ail­ 
ments. 
Some parents assume the a tti­ 
tude that childhood diseases 
are 
unavoidable, and that the 
child 
“might as well have them and got 
them over w ith.” This belief is a 
fallacy and parents may do great 
h irm by carelessly expo-ing chil­ 
dren. 
A dvantage should be taken 
of 
such 
preventatives 
as 
are 
known. These include vaccination 
sm allpox and toxoid injections for 
diphtheria. 
The association pointed out that 
any disease 
or 
physical 
defect 
which causes a child’s resistance 
to be lowered m akes 
that 
child 
m ore susceptible to 
tuberculosis. 
Although tuberculosis cannot de­ 
velop unless tubercle bacilli are in 
the body, no chances should 
be 
taken with other ailments which 
) m ay prepare the groundw ork for
